Dies at Hospital 


Frank A. Smith, wr, o died at the 


Covina hospital June 26, following 
several months of illness, was buried 
Tuesday in Oakdale cemetery. Fun- 
eral services were held at Custer & 
Christiansen's chapel, 'conducted by 
Bev. George Chemberlen, who for 
forty years was a friend of deceased.

Editors View Big Power 


Project of Edison Company 


By J. L. MATTHEWS 


A project that dwarfs all of the 


classic seven wonders of the world 
is proceeding steadily toward com- 
pletion in the high Sierra Nevada 
mountains within 280 miles of Co- 


• vina, and which will probably mean 
more to civilization on the Pacific 
coast than any plan for progress yet 
.conceived.' 


It is the stupendous hydroelectric 


development program of the South- 
ern California Edison company at 
Florence, Huritiagtbn and Shaver 


connecting these water supplies on 
the San Joaquin river and Big creek-, 
and- which, are only a part of the 
great plans of this company to sup- 
ply electric energy for the entire 
southland. 


There were one nundred twenty- 


five mea and women of the' Califor- 
nia Publishers' association who tra- 
veled over the project last Saturday, 
Sunday and Monday, impressed not 
only by this $350,000,000 project, 
$175,000,000 worth of which is under 
actuaJ, construction, but by the fac.t 
that the enormous water resources 
of the mountains are being conserved 
for domestic and irrigation purposes 
as a somewhat accidental by-product 
of the business of producing hydro- 
electric energy. The possibilities of 
mountain development for the per- 
petuation and expansion, of civiliza- 
tion on this coast are brought to 
the 
immediate attention 
of any 


group of citizens fortunate enough 
to view the work at the actual scene 
of operations. 


Florence lake lies just below Kai- 


ser pass, which is at the 9,300 foot 
level. The publishers saw the largest 
multiple arch dam of its character, 
coating $4,000,000 and followed the 
line of the great tunnels that connect 
these high mountain lakes. Shaver 


lake will impound 138,000 acre feet, 
making a lake shore line of 22 miles 
around. The dam at this point was 
started a year and a half ago last 
May, when excavation resulted in 
the removal of 130,000 cubic yards 
of earth and rock. The company 
started pouring concrete last Septem- 
ber, shutting down for four months 
in. the deadly cold of winter, and 
will finish this work this coming Sep- 
tember, having poured at that time 
285,000 cubic yards of concrete. The 


one "ftifimary 


and two auxiliary rock crushers with 
a quarry a half mile from the dam. 
The concrete is going into the dam 
at the rate of 14,000 cubic yards each 
working day. 
The dam. will cost 


$7,000,000, and is 200 feet high and 
2000 feet in length, employing 580 
men continuously. 


Because of the fact that tunnels 


and conduits are made impervious to 
percolation, and als6 because the 
floods are held to be distributed in 
the summer months, the company is 
•conserving water for the use of irri- 
gationists and for (municipalities. 
While -the company, because of the 
peculiarity of its engineering, makes 
use of the same water five times in 
producing electric power, it returns 
more water to the water courses than 
would otherwise reach theae streams. 


The publishers were taken from 


Los Angeles by the Southern, Pacific 
company- to Fresno, and thence over 
the San Joaquin road to Huntingtou 
lake. . Weather in the mountains was 
sharp and cold, with frost showing 
about the water edges, and the .moun- 
tains indescribably beautiful with 
flowers and flowering shrubs.

Business Women 


Investigate Early 


Among many things discussed at 


the last meeting of the Business and- 
Prof essionel Women 's club was a be- 
lief that the stones used in the first 
mill- in the San. Gabriel valley, locat- 
ed on the John Bowland ranch, had 
been ruthlessly thrown away. These 
stones in the old water mill had 
ground grist for the early pioneer 
settlors two-thirds of a century ago,- 
and even though covered with the' 
dirt of some thirty-five or forty 
years, the club decided to make an 
attempt to find them. 


Miss Marion Mountain, president, 


appointed a committee to investigate 
and last Friday afternoon the com- 
mittee started out on a search for 
hidden treasures. It foujid the club 
was several years too late — the treas- 
ures had been discovered and would 
soon be utilized in a beautiful foun- 
tain at the old homestead of William 
Workman, now owned by Mr. Walter 
Temple of Puente, a descendant of 
this historic family. 


Accompanied by Mr. and Mrs. J. 


E. Hodges, early acquaintances of 
the Rowland and Workman families, 
they called an Mr. Bernardo Bow- 
land at Puente, a grandson of John 
Rowland; who, with William Work- 
man, received a grant from the Mex- 
ican government in 1841 for. a tract 
of 
land 
containing 48,840 acres, 


known on the records of Los Angeles 
county as the Barieho La Puente. 
This title was confirmed by the Unit- 
ed States government by a patent 
issued in 1846. 


Mr. Bernardo Bowland disclosed 


many interesting facts of history, 
and advised the committee that Mr. 
Walter Temple had secured one of 
the mill stones from a rancher who 
had stumbled on it while plowing, 
and suggested that it go to the old 
Workman ranch and see the stone. 
It was found that Mr. Tenvple not 
only had the large stone, but the 
smaller one, some two and one-half 
feet in diameter, and is now using 
them in the construction of a foun- 
tain in tho patio in his new home, 
being erected by the side of tho old 
Workman homestead. 


Through the courtesy of Mr. Tem- 


ple and his daughter, the guests were 
shown through the old house, with its 
thick adobe walls and inset windows, 
the massive lock and key, and with 
every room in the old mansion re- 
stored to its former glory. 


The new home is not only currying 


out the Spanish type of architecture 
to a wonderful degree, but is embody- 
ing the record and spirit of the great 
pioneer, William Workman, as well 
as the early missions of Southern 
California. A beautiful palm towers 
above all the other treey, transplant- 
ed through stupendous efforts from 
the San Gabriel mission. Long ar- 
bors of grapes skirt the sides of the 
grounds. The guests were taken up 
an exterior stairway to the roof gnr- 
dcu, where a magnificent view of the 
Spadra and San Gabriel valleys wan 
seen, as far as the cyo could roach.

crusading against their fellows in the hope of enhancing 
their own sense of righteousness by crucifying some poor 
sinner. 


Patriotic Americans will not concede that this mania 


for moralizing is warranted, for to make such a concession 
would be to profess that the great body of American peo- 
ple do not know the difference between right or wrong, or 
knowing it, have a predilection for the "wrong." 


From Bible Lands— 


There were 2,500,000 cases of oranges shipped out of 


Palestine the past year, an increase of a million cases over 
the previous year, due largely to the increased foreign in- 
fluence since the war. 


Palestine is-thirty-three degrees north of the meridian, 


in other words, just about the same condition of climate 
as is found in Southern California, and it is declared that 
there are millions of acres lying unfruitful that could be 
brought under irrigation. 


These are some of the things to consider in approach- 


ing the problem of increasing American fruit consumption 
in the British isles and throughout Europe. The American 
citrus growers have never captured any considerable por- 
tion of the market across the seas. It may be that the bet- 
ter plan will be to intensify markets in our own country, 
for although the great marketing organizations have made 
wonderful progress in covering this country, the half has 
not yet been accomplished.

An Embassy of Peace—

bassy of peace, though the world has heard very little about 
it. _ It is not a large embassy, only about twenty members. 
It is accredited to the University of Mexico and is compos- 


• ed of teachers and students working in California, whose 


announced purpose is to become acquainted with like-mind- 
ed workers in Mexico and attend the summer term of the 
University of .Mexico and thus advance friendly co-opera- 
tion in educational matters between the two nations. This 
does not. sound as of enormous importance, but in it are 
potential results that must influence for good the relations 
between the two republics. 
Mexico is a Latin-American 


nation and shares with the nations south of the Rio Grande 
the prejudice due to ignorance of the aims and purposes, 
the desires ami plans oi' th.- United States. Anything that 
tends to remedy that situation should be encouraged. 


When profile work together'and become acquainted 


with ear-ii other, petty individual conceits disappear to give 
place to feelings ol 
r mutual respect. Their mental horizons 


enlarge as they catch each other's views. Nothing is better 
for such a purpose than bodies of teachers and students, 
representing the best elements on each side, that work and 
study and plan with each other. The new impression thus 
gained will be passed on and the influence of this personal 
contact will swing out in widening eirctvs. "Greasers and 
gringoes" will disappear from their vocabulary to be re- 
placed by "fellow-students."

The Necessity of Crime News— 


(San Dinias Press) : If law enforcement is lax or court 


procedure is inadequate for bringing criminals to justice, 
how are the people to be informed of it? It is obvious that, 
only the newspapers can disseminate such information on a 
sufficiently large scale and that in doing so they must, pub- 
lish crime news. 


This fact is clearly realized by Carl J. Henry of Butler, 


Mo., member of the state house of representatives, who in 
an address before the Central Missouri Press association 
said that full publication of criminal-news, except the sor- 
did and indecent, will lead to full protection of society by 
strengthening the laws. 


Mr. Henry places himself in opposition to those who 


believe a suppression of crime news will reduce crime. This 
belief is based upon the theory that young persons are in- 
duced to commit crimes as a result of reading about them. 
It safely may be said, however, that such persons are patho- 
logical. They are so unstable that they would become crim- 
inals whether they read the newspaper 01- not. They could 
be stimulated to wrong doing by almost any of the great 
literary classics. 


Meanwhile, if crime news is suppressed, the profession- 


al law-breaker and the corrupt law enforcer would be able 
to prey upon society with small certainty of detection. If 
crime is on the increase, that fact must be faced. No prob- 
lem ever was solved by running away from. it. No criminal 
was ever put in jail by a conmranity which agreed to ignore 
the'fact of his existence. 


The publication of most crime news that appears in 


newspapers is not a privilege orjournalism but a duty. 


Water and Bird Life—- 


in, a small park in a Southern California, town it was 


noticed that the trees were filled with birds continuously. 
A bird man had his attention called to the fact, and inves- 
tigating, found that nearly all the bird life of that com- 
munity had concentrated in that park. 


And he pointed out that the park had a perpetual foun- 


tain with three basins, running full of water, and high 
enough so that no bird was in danger of being devoured 
by dogs and cats.

But something has 
happened in this valley which may 
be of more importance than any- 
thing that has been conceived east 
of the San Gabriel river since the 
desert was made to blossom into or- 
ange groves. 
A process of making 


marmalade and fruit jellies almost 
literally without work has been per- 
fected, and it is more fun than an 
afternoon on the golf links, far more 
profitable, and provides just as much 
service club conversation. 


When the woman of the household 


decides to make orange marmalade, 
she has always been confronted with 
the necessity of shaving off bits of

The road from Niagara Falls all 


around the lake to Kingston on the 
St. Lawrence is one of the finest we 
struck—and every.mile of it is con- 
crete. 


While in Toronto we had the pri- 


vilege of visiting an Englishman's 
castle that cost one million pounds. 
The plumbing fixtures were gold plat- 
ed and the workmanship was all 
done with that thoroughness char- 
acteristic of the English mechanic. 
The building broke the fellow and 
it is now being made into apart- 
ments, a suite costing $1500 a month. 
It does not sound so expensive when 
they reduce the price to pounds and 
they are having no trouble finding 
tenants.
